DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-7, 9-10, and 12-22 are pending in the instant application. Claims 8 and 
1 1 are canceled. Claims 1 9-22 are new. 

Response to Non-Final Office Action 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's response and amendment of the claims 
filed on 5/23/1 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12. 2nd paragraph 

Claims 1 and 8-1 1 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. This rejection is withdrawn in part. 

This rejection is withdrawn to claim 1's R5 moiety. The definition of R5 is now 

clear. 

This rejection is maintained to claim 1's R2 moiety. Unfortunately, the definition 
is still indefinite. The metes and bounds of Q cannot be ascertained. The definition of 
Q is "an optionally substituted C1-3alkylidene chain, wherein one or two non-adjacent 
methylene units of Q are optionally and independently replaced by O, S, or NH, but 
where R2 excludes Me-CH(-COOH)." This could lead to hundreds of different 
combinations of alkyl-hetero chains and the metes and bounds of the claim cannot be 
ascertained. Further clarification is required. 

The rejection is withdrawn from claims 8, 9, 1 0 and 1 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 02 
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Claims 1 -3, 6-8, 1 3 and 1 8 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Joshi etal, J. of Univ. of Bombay, 1962, Vol. 30(50-51), pp.5-9. This 
rejection is withdrawn in view of the amendment to the claims. 

Specification 

The new title of the invention "Novel AGC Kinase Inhibitors" is acknowledged. 
Claims objections necessitated by amendment 

The claims are objected to because of the formula of claims 1 , 21 and 22. The 
figures are not clear. Please provide figures wherein the moieties are larger and can be 
read clearly. For example in new claim 21 , the CI moieties are difficult to read and looks 
like oxygen. 

Also, Applicants must amend the claims to be free of nonelected subject matter 
in order for the claims to be in condition for allowance. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
